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Ft. Wayne 
Hospitals 
Studied 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The 
State Board of Health said Fri­ 
day it “will fulfill its responsi­ 
bilities” in providing adequate 
hospital facilities for Fort Wayne 
but that it must be done in line 
with “all applicable laws and 
regulations.” 
The board issued a position 
paper dealing with hospital fa­ 
cilities at Fort Wayne, but did 
not endorse any specific propo­ 
sal. 


“ It has been well documented 
and acknowledged by all con­ 
cerned that the Fort Wayne-All- 
en County residents are in need 
of additional acute-care hospital 
beds and related supportive ser­ 
vices.” the board said. “ Num­ 
erically. this is approximately 
150 beds.” 
The health board noted that 
twit separate groups in Fort 
Wayne have presented p ro ­ 
posals calling for construction 
of a newr, fourth hospital for the 
city, rather than expansion of 
the present three facilities—St. 
Joseph, Parkview and Lutheran. 
However, these proposals were 
rejected on the grounds the cur­ 
rent state plan for hospital fa­ 
cility expansion does not call 
for a new hospital in that city. 


“ Bot h a ppl icantsl hen subm itt- 
ed revised proposals,” the board 
said. “ One was approved by the 
regional health planning agency, 
together with a recommenda­ 
tion that the state plan be amend­ 
ed to show a need for a fourth 
hospital in the Fort Wayne 
area." 
"Both trie regional planning 
agency and the involved parties 
were advised that 'before a pro­ 
posal for a fourth hospital could 
be entertained, first it would be 
necessary to provide the data 
and the facts that would sub­ 
stantiate a change in the exist­ 
ing plan,” the board said. 
The board said this would in­ 
clude reports from the three 
existing hospitals regard ing 
their future plans. 


“The board intends to proceed 
in this m atter in an orderly and 
timely manner.” it said in a 
statement. “It will fulfill its re­ 
sponsibilities in consonance w ith 
all applicable laws and regula­ 
tions and exercise its authori­ 
ties where indicated.” 
The statement noted that fed­ 
eral. as well as state and local 
laws and regulations will be 
involved since federal money 
probably would be needed for 
expansion. 
“Experience* it hthisarrange- 
ment has clearly demonstrated 
that, inevitably, federal partici­ 
pation is accompanied by feder­ 
al regulation,” the health board 
said. “This sam e experience has 
made it equally clear that only 
in the most unusual environ­ 
ment can a totally private op­ 
eration survive and that it is 
...literally impossible for a pub­ 
lic facility to continue without 
qualifying itself for the federal­ 
ly funded programs."

FRENCH NARROWS, Ont. - 
I woke up in smallmouth bass 
heaven in th's Canadian area 
last week. Four smalljaws on 
the first four casts! Fifty of 
those bronzed tackle busters in 
four days! Pure heaven. 
And, plenty of other Hoosiers 
have been finding their way to 
Lake of the Woods and the fine 
walleye, smallmouth, northern 
pike and muskie fishing in this 
area. 
Larry and MaryAnne Olsen 
who operate a fishing camp 
here are part of the attraction. 
The Olsens, Hoosiers from Bloo­ 
mington where both are employ­ 
ed by the city’s school system, 
spend their summer vacations 
running the camp with the help 
of a handful of Hoosier high 
schoolers and their adopted 1- 
year-old son and 13-year - old 
daughter. 
It was in the company of 
Larry Olsen, ex-Indiana Univer­ 
sity football player and a mem­ 
ber of an academic all • star 
team in the mid-1960’s, that this 
writer stumbled onto what was 
probably the biggest stack of 
smallmouth bass on the lake 
and yanked those smallmouthed 
bruisers from the water by the 
hour. 
While Larry said he didn’t get 
much fishing time with the 
camp taking his waking hours, 
he does get good fishing infor­ 
mation from oldtimers like Hal- 
ver Johnson. Johnson, age 71 
and an immigrant from Sweden 
at age two, was a commercial 
fisherman on Lake of the Woods 
from 1921 through 1966. He knows 
a few fishing holes, to say the 
least. 
Olsen’s information noted a 
spot where two of the lake’s 
many islands bump together. 
Deep water of 50 feet and more 
surround these islands, but a 
shallow channel running be­ 
tween them provides excellent 
smallmouth spawning grounds. 


eyes while this reporter took 
smallmouth. John T. Almond, 
Jon D. Martin, George Cummins 
Jr. and George Cummins Sr., 
arrived after a storm to find 
the walleyes hiding. But they 
came up to feed two days after 
the storm where the Danville 
anglers were waiting with small 
spinner baits and minnows. 
Fish here are not wise to 
many artificial lures. I didn’t 
purchase a minnow or use any 


The bottom was weedy and 
sandy. The depth finder on my 
Sharpsville, Indiana-made bass 
boat showed the fish were rick­ 
ed in four feet of water like 
firewood. 
The jig and eel proved a 
smallmouth - getter extraordi­ 
naire. Trial and error brought 
the color combination down to 
a white maribou-feathered jib 
(one-eighth ounce) and a three 
inch white pork rind eel. 
More action and a slower fall 
toward bottom came without 
using wire leaders and snap 
swivels, even though an occas­ 
ional northern or walleye snapp­ 
ed the line. Most fish—even sev­ 
eral five-pound northerns—were 
catchable on my four-pound test 
monofilament with open face, 
ultra-light spinning gear. 
The smalljawed bass would 
strike the jig and eel as it 
floated downward — sometimes 
immediately after the cast and 
at others when hopped across 
bottom. 
A party of fishermen from 
Danville also fishing from the 
Olsen camp located those big 
four and five pound class wall-
